It Will Manufacture Shoes in 
Sedalia, 


ORGANIZED YESTERDAY 


Capital Stock Is $1 6,0 0 0, All Paid 
Up— Will Begin Work by the 
First of July. 


The Loeffler-Guenther Shoe Co. 
was organized here yesterday, with 
a capital stock of $i6,cx)0, all paid 
up, and the intention is to begin 
work by July ist. 
Several days 
ago Mr. 
W . B. 
Mackey, of the Mackey Shoe Co., 
learned that Mr. Frank Loeffler, of 
Jefferson City, was looking for a 
location to establish a factory, and 
the gentleman was induced to visit 
Sedalia for the purpose of looking 
over the field. 
Mr. Loeffler was known to the 
shoe trade as a successful manu­ 
facturer, both at Milwaukee and 
Jefferson City, and Mr. M ackey 
was very solicitous to have him 
locate in the Prairie Queen. 
Mr. Loeffler came to Sedalia, and 
after a conference with Mr. F. H. 
Guenther, J. M. Cannon, Chas. E. 
Yeater and other citizens he an­ 
nounced a 
willingness 
to locate 
here, provided a $16,000 company 
could be organized. 
Committees were appointed to 
solicit subscriptions for stock, and 
yesterday the task was completed, 
when the following directors were 
elected by the stockholders to serve 
the ensuing y e a r : 
Frank Loeffler, F. H . Guenther, 
H. W . Meuschke, W m . Courtney, 
S. H. Beiler, W . 
H. Powell, jr., 
and W . B. Mackey. 
Mr. Loeffler is to 
be president 
and 
general 
manager, 
and Mr. 
Guenther, secretary and treasurer. 
The 
intention 
is to manufac­ 
ture wom en’s, misses’ children s, 
boys’ , 
youths’ 
and 
little gents’ 
shoes, but the location of the fac­ 
tory has not yet been chosen, 
Mr. Loeffler returned to Jeffer­ 
son C ity at 4 :15 P* 
yesterday, 
and w ill go east during the pres­ 
ent week to purchase the necessa­ 
ry machinery and 
stock to begin 
operations in about six weeks. 
Mr. W . B. Mackey informed the 


D e m o c r a t last afternoon that it 
was impossible to say bow many 
hands would be employed when 
the factory is first opened, but he 
feels confident it will be carrying 
not less than 100 people on its pay 
roll within six months. 
There are 
about 
thirty stock­ 
holders m the company, the shares 
of stock being $5^ each, and these 
gentlemen represent the very best 
business men of the city. 
They 
have an abiding faith in the ability 
of Mr. Loeffler to make the invest­ 
ment pay from the very start, and 
are congratulating themselves upon 
his becoming a citizen of Sedalia. 
The D e m o c r a t understands that 
Mr. Loefller was for several years 
the general manager of 
a 
shoe 
company at Milwaukee, W is., the 
output of which was always in de­ 
mand at top of the market prices. 
H e was paid a salary of only 
$1,800 a year, however, and when 
he was offered $2,500 per annum 
to come to the aid of a Jefferson 
C ity company that had not been a 
financial success he consented. 
He took hold of the Jefferson 
C ity plant and gave it his undi­ 


vided attention, the result being 
that he soon had it on a paying 
basis, and remained at the head of 
the concern for two years. 
The capital stock was finally in­ 
creased, and with this step came 
changes that resulted in Mr. Loef­ 
fler retiring. 
He then decided to 
engage in business on his own re­ 
sponsibility, and to that end began 
looking 
around. 
Jefferson 
C ity 
was anxious to have him remain 
there, and St. Charles and Hanni­ 
bal also solicited him to locate with 
them. 
The field was scanned carefully, 
and as Sedalia was conceded to be 
the best shipping point, Mr. Loef­ 
fler decided to cast his lot here. 
The new factory will in nowise 
be a competitor of the Sedalia Shoe 
Manufacturing Co., which turns 
out men’s heavy shoes exclusively. 
Each will cater to its own particu­ 
lar line of goods, and those best 
posted in the premises are confi­ 
dent that success will be the por­ 
tion of both. 
One of Missouri‘s most 
success­ 
ful financiers was a visitor in Se­ 
dalia the past week, and when he 
heard that an effort was being made 
to organize a stock company here, 
with Mr. Loeffler as manager, he 
said : 
‘ T know Loeffler well, and he is 
a first-class man for manager. 
He 
will build up a business here, I 
have no doubt, that will result in 
the capital stock of the company 
being increased to not less than 
$100,000 within five years.*’

lime, 
three pounds, and water, 135 gal­ 
lons.” 
Col. Crawford says the worms 
have attacked every orchard that 
he has heard from, and the crop 
will be ruined unless prompt action 
IS taken.

W hatever excitement ther e may 
be at the Galena, Kas., gold dig­ 
gings, says the Kansas City Jour ­ 
nal, ther e was none at a Kansas 
C ity assay office when some of the 
or e 
fr om 
the 
site 
was tr eated. 
Wher eas 
the 
Galena 
boomer s 
claimed the stuff would r un $40 
in gold to the ton, and fur ther 
asser ted they had the or e tested in 
Denver , Kansas C ity assayer s could 
not find 80 little as a tr ace in it. 
For a local investor some samples, 
aggr egating the usual 100 pounds, 
wer e obtained fr om the diggings 
and sent to the assayer her e. 
The test was made only for gold, 
and not for other metals. 
It was 
found that the stuff was not even 
quar tz. 
The miner alogists say the 
r ock is a while decomposed lime­ 
stone, not at all r esembling gold 
bear ing 
quar tz. 
In its 
pr eseat 
for m it is of dar k r ed clay, and in 
some instances of limestone. 
“ 
It is too bad to disappoint the 
gold hunter s of Kansas,” 
says the 
assayer , “ 
but we can find nothing 
in the r ock. 
It is mar velous to us 
how anybody could get the idea it 
car r ied gold. 
Ther e might have 
been some excuse for the excite­ 
ment if even a low-r ate r un had 
been str uck, but this is the poor est 
excuse for a gold field that any­ 
body could have hit upon.” 
Kansas C ity mine oper ator s have 
been unable to fathom the excite­ 
ment. 
They say that the men who 
contr ol the gr ound on which it is 
r epor ted ther e is 
gold hail 
fr om 
Denver , but, they say, the Denver 
men ar e not booming it. 
Outsid­ 
er s ar e doing that. 
On the counter 
of the Centur y hotel at Galena is a 
lot of the 
supposed gold-bear ing 
or e. 
It bear s the legend of $40 a 
ton. 
Some of the 
samples wer e 
br ought to Kansas C ity for assay. 
They tur ned out as did the lot as­ 
sayed yester day. 
Ther e was not 
the shadow of a tr ace of 
gold in 
any of it. 
The 
stor y of 
gold in 
Galena 
caused much excitement, and mauy 
pr ospector s 
flocked 
to the field. 
Capitalists at once wer e inter ested, 
hut it was next 
to impossible to 
get specimens. The lot which wer e 
finally secur ed wer e obtained by 
subter fuge. A man connected with 
the National Bank of Commer ce 
was r ecently on the gr ound, but he 
declined to say what he discover ed. 
Fr iends say he did not like the out­ 
look. 
Or e r unning $40 per ton would 
be 
bonanza or e. 
Cr ipple Cr eek 
or es piiy at $12 per ton in some in­ 
stances, and it 
is 
believed that 
with the chlor ination pr ocess they 
can be mined as low as $8 per ton 
In face of these facts the stor y of 
$40 or e in Galena caused wide in­ 
ter est to be r iveted ther e and de­ 
velopments 
have 
been 
awaited 
with anxiety. 
N ow they ar e dis­ 
sipated by the assayer .
